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LORD MACAULAY. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


Literature has sustained a heavy loss by the death of Lord Macaulay. 
Less fortunate than Gibbon, who lived for several years after the com- 
pletion of his great historical work, Macaulay has departed with the 
crowning labor of his life incompleted. He has left two volumes 
nearly ready for the press, which, no doubt, will be speedily published. 
The four volumes which have already appeared cover only ten years of 
British history, namely from 1687 to the close of 1697, when the power 
of William of Orange was firmly established. The two volumes to come 
will extend, we believe, to the close of Queen Ann’s reign—the period 
when Lord Mahon’s History of England commences. Macaulay’s fault was 
taking too large a canvass, Lad he commenced writing his History ten 

ears before he died—say on his return from India—he still would have 
ea unable to have completed it. What he shas produced is brilliant, 
peituresque, and not a little prejudiced. He has made almost a personal 
quarrel with Penn and Marlborongh, and his estimate of that ecold- 
blood Dutchman, William the Third, errs on the other extreme, in being 
entirely too favorable. 

The public may desire to know what manner of man Macaulay was. 
Twenty-five years ago he was one of the worst-looking men in the 
House of Commons. Stature rather below the middle height; figure 
bulky and ungraceful; features fleshy, sallow, and inexpressive ; rough 
hair of a sandy hue; mouth firm and well cut; large and remarkably 
lustrous eyes; attire extremely careless. Such was Macaulay at the 
age of thirty-five. His face lighted up when he spoke—particularly 
when making one of his Parliamentary orations, which, however, had 
the fault (almost unpardonable by an English audience) of being carefully 
prepared before hand, and committed to memory. His voice was be- 
tween a lisp and a burr, and his utterance was thick and husky for the 
first five minutes of delivery. After that, his voice sounded grandly and 
clearly, and a pin could be heard in the House of Commons while he 
was speaking. 

Macaulay’s personal appearance greatly improved with advancing 
years. He became slighter in his figure—less pudgy, in fact; the 
deepened jines of his face, marked by thought, added expression to it ; 
his sand-colored hair became nearly white. By far the best portrait of 
Macaulay—the only one which represerts him as he really looked in his 


late years—was published last year, in the London Jilustrated News of 


the World, with an accurate memoir. This portrait was engraved on 
steel, by Mr. D. J. Pound, from a photograph by Maull & Polybank, and 
was probably the last for which Lord Macaulay sat. This portrait also 
appears with the biography, in the&econd series of the * Drawing Room 
Portrait Gallery of Eminent Personages,” of which Messrs. Lenry A. 
Brown & Co., of Boston, are the American publishers. 

The memoir in question, corrected, we believe, by Lord Macaulay 
himself, says that he was born at Rothley Temple, in Leicestershire, on 
the 25th October, 1800. His public career has been extremely fortu- 
nate. He entered Parliament at the age of 80, when only a brietless 
barrister, on the strength of his reputation as a writer in the Edinburgh 
Review, owing his seat to the Marquis of Lansdowne, a Liberal of the first 
water, who, when his Whig colleagues framed the Reform Bill in 1832, 
took good care to preserve one member for the petty borough of Calne, 
his private property—thus this village with 164 electors returning one 
member, while Salford, with 4,000 electors and 107,000 popniation, has 
only one also. Macaulay has held numerous offices—viz : Commissioner 
of Bankrupts, Secretary to the India Board, Member of the Supreme 
Council in India, (where he had $50,000 a year for four years,) Secretary 
at War, and Paymaster-General of the Forces. In September, 1857, he 
was placed in the House of Lords, with the title of Baron Macaulay, but 
rarely attended, and, as far as we recollect, did not once make a speech, 
as a Peer.

He then told her of Sir Joshua's remark, whose 
opinion was well known, and had been often expressed, that if students 
would excel they must bring the whole powers of their mind to bear 
upon their art from the moment they rise until they go to bed, and also 
that no man could be a great artist unless he studied the grand works of 
Ratlaelle, Michael Angelo, and others at Rome and Florence, “ And J,” 
said Flaxman, drawing up his Jittle figure to its full height, * J would be 
a great artist.” “ And a great artist you shall be,” said his wife, “and 
visit Rome too, if that be really necessary to make you great.” “ But 
how 2?” asked Flaxman. “ Work and ceonomize,” rejoined the brave 
wife; “I will never have it said that Ann Denham ruined John Flax. 
man for an artist.” And so it was determined by the pair that the jour. 
ney to Rome was to be made when their means would admit. ‘1 will 
go to Rome,” said Flaxman, “and show the president that wedlock ig 
for a man’s good rather than his harm; and you, Ann, shall accompany 
me.” 
CHANTREY. 

Chantrey was a robust man—every inch of him English. He wag 
somewhat rough, but hearty in his demeanor; prond of his successful 
struggle with the difficulties which beset him in early life, and above all, 
proud of his independence. He was born a poor man’s child, at Nortun, 
near Sheffield. His father dying when he was a mere boy, his mother 
married again. Young Chantrey used to drive an ass laden with milk- 
‘ans across its back into the neighboring town of Sheffield, and there 
serve his mother’s customers with milk. Such was the humble begin- 
ning of his industrial career; and it was by his own strength that he 
rose from that position, and achieved the highest eminence as an artist, 
Not taking kindly to his step-father, the boy was sent to trade, and was 
first placed with a grocer in Sheflield. The business was very distaste- 
ful to him; but, passing a carver’s shop-window one day, his eye was 
attracted by the glittering articles it contained, and charmed with the 
idea of being a carver, he begged to be released from the grocery busi- 
ness with this object. His friends consented, and he was bound appren- 
tice to a carver and gilder for seven years. 

DAVID WILKIE. 

The son of a poor Seotch minister, he gave early indications of an 
artistic turn; and thongh he was a negligent and inapt scholar, he was 
a sedulous drawer of faces and figures. <A silent boy, he already dis- 
played that quiet concentrated energy of character which distinguished 
him through life. He was always on the look-out for an opportunity 
to draw, and the walls of the manse, or the smvoth sand by the river’ 
side came alike convenient for his purpose. Any sort of tool would 
serve him; like Glotto, he found a pencil in every burnt stick, a pre- 
pared canvas in any smooth stone, and ihe subject for a picture in every 
ragged mendicant he met. When he visited a house, he generally left 
his mark on the walls as an indication of his presence, sometimes to the 
disgust of cleanly house-wives. In short, notwithstanding the aversion 
of his father, the minister, to the “sinful ” profession of painting, Wilkie’s 
strong propensity was not to be thwarted, and he became an artist, 
working his way manfully up the steep of difficulty. 

TURNER. 

Turner, the greatest ot our landscape painters, was intended by his 
father for his own trade of a barber, which he carried on in Maiden 
Lane, until one day the sketch which the boy had made of a coat of 
arms on a silver saiver having attracted the notice of a customer whom 
his father was shaving, he was urged to allow his son to follow his bias, 
and he was eventually permitted to follow art as a profession. 

DISRAELI, 

Mr. Disraeli affords an instance of the power of industry and appli- 
sation in working out an eminent public career. Lis first achievements 
were in literature, and he reached success only through a succession of 
failures. His “ Wondrous Tale ef Alroy ” and “ Revolution Epic” were 
laughed at, and regarded as indications of literary lunacy. But he 
worked on in other directions, and his ‘“ Coningsby,” “Sybil,” and 
“Tancred ” proved the sterling stuff of which he was made. As an ora- 
tor, too, his first appearance in the House of Commons was a failure. It 
was spoken of as “more screaming than an Ade)phi farce.” Though 
composed in a grand and ambitious strain, every sentence was hailed 
with “lond laughter.” “ Hamlet ” played asa comedy were nothing to 
it. But he concluded with a sentence whichjJembodied a prophecy. 
Writhing under the langhter with which his studied eloquence had been 
received, he exclaimed, “I have begun several times many things, and 
have succeeded in them at last. I shall sit down now, but the time will 
come when you will hear me.” The time did come; and how Disraeli 
succeeded in at length commanding the rapt attention of the first assem- 
bly of gentlemen in the world, affords a striking illustration of what en 
ergy and determination will do; for Disracli earned his position by dint 
of patient industry, 
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THE HOMES OF EUROPE AND AMERICA CONTRASTED. 
From “ Compensation, or Always a Future.” 


I can scarcely imagine a prettier, cozier scene than my little salon 
presented the first evening of my arrival at Peilz. From the windows 
could be seen a view of ravishing beauty ; there were the grand Alps 
topped with snow, the beautiful lake that swept between me and thei, 
and then a pretty rustic garden and orchard lay beneath. — Inside the 
room everything bespoke the presence of comfort, mixed with the pic- 
turesque, one sees so often in Europe. We are so practical, so positive 
in America, that our domestic interiors rarely possess this charm ; wealth 
and culture may bring magnificent elegance; the regular, industrious 
habits of our people of moderate means procure cleanliness and orderly 
arrangements; but rarely picturesque attractions decorate our homes. 
In America we are all living to work; in Europe there is little of this 
feverish unrest, they barely work to live; and it is folly to say which is 
right—each people do as an unseen destiny impels them, A great over- 
ruling power quiets the life-pulse of one nation, and sends bounding along 
in a hot, feverish, throbbing tide, the life-current of another, and it is 
only when cycles of ages have passed, that the great events intended to 
be gained by His wise direction are shown; but individual man, like the 
silly fly on the wheel in the fable, will continue to fret and fume, and 
fancy he creates all that is made; he may mar for awhile, and cause 
jerks and harmless confusion in the great whirring machinery, but that 
js all—he is still but the fly on the wheel, or one of the trifling accesso- 
ries to a great systein. 


AN ESCAPE.

Driven rapidly at first by his mental vehemence, he had heedlessly

Intuitively, knowledge of the other’s intentions seized Sir Rohan, but 
interference was as impossible as if he were changed to marble. The 
coach drew nearer, the rolling wheels spun throngh the open trees, and 
putts of dust blew across the hedge.

An explanation has been given by Mr. Charles Dickens on the subject of 
a silly but widely-cireulated bit of slander—in which Mr. Dickens was ac- 
cused of putting an old friend’s peculiarities, greatly caricatured, into one of 
his books, under the figure of Harold Skimpole. Mr. Dickens's explanation 
is conceived in his most kindly humour :—* Four or five years ago the writer 
of these lines was much pained by accidentally encountering a printed state- 
ment, ‘that Mr. Leigh Hunt was the original of Harold Skimpole in ‘ Bleak 
House.’’ The writer of these lines is the author of that book. The state- 
ment came from America. It is no disrespect to that country, in which the 
writer has, perhaps, as many friends and as true an interest as any man that 
lives, good-humouredly to state the fact, that he has, now and then, been the 
subject of paragraphs in Transatlantic newspapers, more surprisingly desti- 
tute of all foundation in truth than the wildest delusions of the wildest luna- 
ties. For reasons born of this experience, he let the thing go by. But, since 
Mr. Leigh Hunt’s death, the statement has been revived in England. The 
delicacy and generosity evinced in its revival are for the rather late consider- 
ation of its revivers. ‘The fact is this: Exactly those graces and charms of 
manner which are remembered in the words we have quoted, were remem- 
bered by the author of the work of fiction in question, when he drew the 
character in question. Above all other things, ‘ that sort of gay and osten- 
tations wilfulness’ in the humouring of a subject, which had many a time 
delighted him, and impressed him as being unspeakably whimsical and at- 
tractive, was the airy quality he wanied for the man he invented. Partly 
for this reason, and partly (he has since often grieved to think) for the pleas- 
ure it afforded him to find that delightful manner reproducing itself under 
his hand, he yielded to the temptation of too often making the character 
speak like his old friend. He no more thought, God forgive him! that the 
admired original would ever be charged with the imaginary vices of the fic- 
titious creature, than he has himself ever thought of charging the blood of 
Desdemona and Othello on the innocent Academy model who sat for Iago’s 
leg in the picture. Even as to the mere occasional manner, he meant to be 
so cautious and conscientious, that he privately referred the proof sheets of 
the first number of that book to two intimate literary friends of Leigh Hunt 
(both still living), and altered the whole of that part of the text on their dis- 
covering to» strong a resemblance to his ‘way.’” This explanation is, we 
understand, highly satisfactory to Mr. Leigh Hunt’s family.—Atheneum. 





Tauchnitz, the famous publisher of Leipsic, is on a visit to England, 
With most of the English authors of the day his relations have been of so 
liberal a kind, that it is needless to say he is well received. The newspapers 
chronicle the fact of his recently visiting Sir E. Bulwer Lytton at his 
Elizabethan Hall, Knebworth, in Hertfordshire. He has just added Mrs, 
Stowe’s “ Minister's Wooing” as the 494th volume of his copyright collection 
of British authors, 
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The year, before parting, has added another bright name to the long list 
of lite celebrities which it has taken away from us. We regret to have 
to record the death of Wilhelm Grimm, the younger of the two eminent 
brothers who, by their united efforts, have so vastly contributed to the 
knowl of German antiquity, German folk-lore, and the history of the 
German language. Wilhelm Grimm died on the 16th of this month, at Ber- 
lin, in consequence of an abscess on the back, from which he had been suf- 
fering for the last fortnight. He was born on the 24th of February, 1786, a 

ear after his brother Jacob, at Hanau ; received his first education at the 
—— at Cassel, and became, in 1304, a Jaw student at the University of 

arburg. From 1814 to 1830 he was employed as Secretary at the Electoral 
Library at Cassel, and went then, with his brother Jacob, to Gottingen, 
where he was employed as Assistant Librarian, and, since 1835, as Professor 
at the University. In 1837 he protested, with his brother Jacob, and five 
other Professors, against the arbitrary overthrow of the constitution of the 
kingdom of Hanover, iu consequence of which he was deposed and banished. 
He found an asylum at Cassel, until, in 1841, the liberality of the King of 
Prussia opened to him, as well as to his elder brother, a new sphere of ac- 
tivity at the University of Berlin. Ever since that time both brothers have 
been indefatigable in the service of science. A great part of their joint la- 
bours, especially the slowly advancing Dictionary of the German Language, 
remains undone on the shoulders of the surviving brother. Wilhelm Grimm’s 
name is a lasting one; neither the patriot nor the man of science can forget 
him. Nor will the children for whom he collected those ever-fresh and ever-

James Munror & Co. favor us with a copy of “Introductory Lessons on 
Mind,” by Archbishop Whately. The American Editor observes: “The 
present little treatise on Mind, which is intended as a secuel to the Lessons 
on ‘ Reasoning,’ and on ‘ Morals,’ has all the characteristics of the author as 
seen in his other and more pretending works—clearness of thought, direct- 
ness of statement, pertinence and fulness of illustration, ability to pursue 
each subject to the limits of human knowledge, and a willingness to stop 
when those limits are reached. As a Text-Book to be put into the hands of 
a class in our academies, and in our public Schools of a higher grade, this 
little work will fill a vacant place, aan wedoubt not, be found very useful,— 
while as a book to be read, and even studied, by the teacher or the profes- 
— man in hours snatched from systematic toil, it will also be highly 
valued. 


Rosert Carter & Brorners publish another volume by A. L. O. E. This 
is entitled “ The Christian’s Mirror; or, Words in Season.” Of this work the 
author says: ‘This little volume has been written both with reflection and 
with prayer, yet never, perhaps, has its writer before offered a book to the 
public with so deep a sense of her inability to fill up her outlines according 
to her wishes, Never has she been more inclined to accuse herself of pre- 
sumption in attempting a task beyond her strength, than in submitting this 
little work to her Christian brethren. In a few words let her object in writ- 
ing the following pages be explained. Her desire has been to give a little 
counsel to Christians in various situations, such as a confidential friend might 
impart, ifintimately acquainted with their circumstances, and bold enough 
to speak the truth even if that truth were unwelcome. There are many 
things seldom touched upon in sermons, or only touched upon in a most gen- 
eral manner, which yet affect the happiness and influence the conduct of 
multitudes amongst us. In some of the dialogues an attempt has been made 
to give comfort under trials for which the sufferers would not seek s 4 
but which, for that very reason, press all the more heavily upon them. In 
others the writer has sought to point out blemishes in the character of pro- 
fessors, which, though marring their usefulness in the world, are not such as to 
startle their own consciences, or make them apply to themselves the solemn 
warnings and rebukes of the Scriptures. She ventures to try to throw a 
gleam of light upon recesses which may be shut out from general observation, 
to search somewhat below the surface for the roots of some of the eommon 
actions of men. Her chief object is gained if her book be regarded as a 
thoughtful, tender, and truth-loving companion, whose words are listened to 
because not derived from human judgment, feeble and fallible, but the re- 


vealed will of a holy God.” 


Rupp & Carteton have got out the second series of “ The Great Tribu- 
lation; or, Things coming on the Earth,” by the Rev. John Cumming, D. D., 
F. R.S. E. The publisher's observe : ‘This volume of * The Great Tribula- 
tion’ co..tains Dr. Cumming’s second and coneluding series of lectures on this 
momentous subject. These lectures, which in the opinion of the best theo- 
logical critics rank among the most important of recent contributions to the 
Literature of the Prophecies, differ somewhat from those that precede them ; 
for while the former, in the words of the author, ‘deal with the nature and 
marks of The Great Tribulation,’ the latter relate to the character and con- 
dition, the hopes, happiness, and destiny of the People of God—the Blessed 
to whon belong the promises of Scripture, and who will come out of The 
Great Tribulation, like gold from the furnace, refined and purified. There 
will be found in this part much to cheer, animate, aud sustain them, ia gir- 
cumstances of unprecedented trouble.” 
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Joun Wirey has got out the “ New and Complete Clock and Watchmak. 
ers’ Manual: comprising Descriptions of the Various Gearings, Escapements, 
and Compensations now in use in French, Swiss, and English Clocks ang 
Watches, Patents, Tools, ete. ; with Directions for Cleaning and Repairing, 
and an Appendix containing a History of Clock and Watchmaking in Ameri- 
ea,” by M. L. Booth, translator of “ The Marble Workers’ Manual,” ete. The 
author says: ‘The design bas been to furnish to our artisans a comprehen- 
sive treatise on watchmaking, which, without being confined to an elaborate 
description of a single speciality, should yet furnish details enough to be of real 
use to the workman as well as of interest to the amateur. The plan of the 
work, beginning with a glance at the watches of Berthoud and Lbregeut, the 
principles of which still constitute the base of horological science, comprises 
descriptions and plates of the various gearings, escapements, and compensa. 
tions in use among watchmakers, tools, patents, ete.; together with instrue- 
tions for cleaning and repairing watches and keeping them in order; with 
such practical information as may render it useful to the general reader, 
Nothing has been adopted that has not been sanctioned by approved author- 
ity, and it is hoped that the present volume, without conflicting with other 
treatises, will prove a valuable addition to our mechanical literature.” The 
work contains a number of illustrative plates compiled from the French, 


‘Brown, Taccarp & Caase publish “ Life Without and Life Within ; or, 
Reviews, Narratives, Essays, and Poems,” by Margaret Fuller Ossoli, edited 
by her Brother, Arthur B. Fuller, from whose Preface we extract : “In pre- 
senting to the public the last volume of Margaret, Fuller’s works, the Editor 
is encouraged to hope for them a candid, cordial reception. It has been a 
work of love on his part, for which he has ever felt inadequate, and from it 
for a time shrunk. But each volume has had a wider and more cordial wel- 
come than its predecessor, and works received by the great public almost 
with coldness when first published, have, when republished, had a large and 
cheering circulation, and, what is far better, a kindly appreciation not only 
by the few, but even by the many. This is evidence enough that the pro- 
gress of time has brought the publie and my sister into closer sympathy and 
agreement, and a better understanding on its part of her true views and 
character. ‘The present volume is less than any of its predecessors a repub- 
lication. Only one of its articles has ever appeared before in book form. As a 
book, it is, then, essential.y new, though some of its reviews and essays have 
appeared in the columns of the Tribune and Dial. A large portion of it has 
never appeared at ali in print, especially its poetical portions. The work of 
collecting these essays, reviews, and poems has been a difficult one, much more 
than attended the preparation of the previous volumes. Unable, of course, to 
consult their author as to auy of them, the revision I have given is doubtless 
very imperfect, and requires large allowance. It is even possible that among 
the poems one or more written by friends and sent her, or copied from some 
other author, may have crept in unawares; but this, all possible pains have 
been taken to prevent. Such as it is, the volume is now before the public; it 
truly reveals her inner and outer life, and is doubtless the last of the vol- 
umes containing the writings of Margaret Fuller Ossoli.” 


C. S. Francis & Co. issue a revised and corrected edition of “ A Guide to 
the Knowledge of Life, Vegetable and Animal; being a Comprehensive Man- 
ual of Physiology, viewed in relation to the Maintenance of Health,” by 

tobert James Mann, M. D. The author, in the course of his Preface, ob- 
serves: “In carrying out his plan of preparing a course of physiological 
instruction, that shall be adapted equally to the wants of schools and of the 
public at large, the author has deemed it best to eddress himself immediately 
to the reasen and intelligence of his readers. He has endeavored first to 
teach the broad principles upon which organization is based, and then to 
point out inferentially how these broad principles apply to sanitary regula- 
tions and considerations. The advantage of this proceeding over any more 
dogmatic handling of the subject, is, that the student becomes traired by it 
to meet any new combinations of circumstances that may occur in life, with 
a fair chance of seeing their bearing correctly. He can apply broad prinei- 
ples in a thousand different ways, as unforeseen occasions arise. But partic- 
ular and definite directions are liable, in the ever-varying complications of 
social existence, to fail him at his greatest need. It is obviously the better 
course that the understanding should be possessed with the reason of th'ngs, 
and should be then left to make its own practical arrangements in accord- 
ance with its acquired insight, rather than that it should betold merely that 
this or that ought to be done. Accordingly the ‘Guide tothe Knowledge of 
Life” treats of vitality in the broadest and most philosophic sense. The 
chemical and physical laws that are concerned with the work of organization 
are first explained ; the mutual relations and compensations of vegetable and 
animal structure are then indicated; and next, the material composition of 
the several parts of the animated frame, and especially of the muscular and 
nervous apparatus, is sketched. After this, the constitution of the brain, and 
the connection of its substance with the faculties of instinct and intelligence, 
are dwelt upon, mainly with a view of enforeing the great duties, and illus- 
trating the capabilities of a sound coures of education. Incidentally to these 
interesting topics, several considerations of the highest practical moment are 
entered upon; such, for instance, as the means by which the fresh air is made 
a hot-bed of pestilence; the course whereby food is turned into poison, and 
drink into liquid venom ; and how sensual indulgence saps and destroys the 
vigor both of body and mind, whilst habits of rational self-control and refined 
intelligence develope in both the highest and noblest powers. Finally, the 
nature of disease, and the cause and meaning of premature decay, are view 
in relation to remedial and preventive measures. The ‘ Guide to the Know- 
ledge of Life” is, therefore, a comprehensive statement o1 the fundamental 
principles of physiclogical and hygieinal science.”

B. Dawson & Son, Montreal, have got out “ Archaia ; or, Studies of the 
Cosmogony and Natural History of the Hebrew Scriptures,” by J. W. Daw- 
son, LL. D., F. G.5., Principal of M‘Gill College, author of “ Acadian Geol- 
ogy.” The author says: “ This work is not intended as a treatise on elemen- 
tary Geology, with Theological applications, nor as an attempt to establish a 
scheme of reconciliation between Geology and the Bible. It is the result of 
a series of exegetical studies of the first chapter of Genesis, In connection 
with the numerous incidental references to nature and creation in other parts 
of the Holy Seriptures. These studies were undertaken primarily for the 
private information of the author; and are now published as affording the 
best answer which he can give to the numerous questions on this subject ad- 
dressed to him in his eapacity of a teacher of Geology. A farther use to be 
served by such a work. even after all the numerous treatises already pub- 
lished, is that of affording to geologists and the readers of geological works, a 
digest of the cosmical doctrines to be found in the Hebrew Scriptures, when 
treated strictly according to the methods of interpretation proper to such 
documents, but with the actual state of geological science full in view. On 
the other hand, )iblical students and Christians generally, may be interested 
in noting the aspects in which the Scriptural cosmogony presents itself to a 
working naturalist, regarding it from the stand-point afforded by the mass of 
facts and principles accumulated by modern science. He further observes, 
in reference to the place of publication. The work is issued in Canada, be- 
cause the writer desires to contribute his mite to the growing literature of 
British America, and has found in Montreal a house sufficiently enterprising 
to undertake the risk of publication.” 


D. Arrieton & Co. publish “ Morphy’s Games: a selection of the best 
Games played by the distinguished champion, in Europe and America ; with 
Analytical and Critical Notes, by J. Lowenthal.” Mr. Morphy observes in a 
prefatory note: “ Many friends, both in Europe and America, have frequent-

It is for the reader to express his opinion on the 
judiciousness of the selection, and I solicit his courteous consideration for the 
work now before him.”
